By-Laws of the Town of Orange 


Section 1. The Board of Selectmen of the town of Orange 
shall have the charge and management of all suits and actions at 
law for and against the town, and may prosecute, defend or settle 
the same as they see fit, unless otherwise directed by the vote of 
the town. 


Sec. 2. The word “street” or “streets” in these by-laws shall 
be understood to mean and include alleys, lanes, courts, public 
Squares, public places and all public ways, and shall include the 
sidewalks thereof, unless otherwise expressly stated. 


Sec. 3. The Board of Selectmen may change the name of any 
street and shall establish the names of all streets hereafter laid 
out and accepted by the town or any other authority. 


The said Board shall cause the names of all streets to be 
recorded in the records of the town, and shall cause signs with 
the names of the respective streets thereon to be secured and 
maintained at proper places on said streets. 


Sec. 5. No person shall coast or slide on the snow or ice, 
across, in or along any street or other public place, upon any 
hand sled, board or other thing except in such places and under 
such restrictions as the Selectmen shall designate. 


Sec. 6. ‘No person shall fire or discharge any gun, pistol or 
firearms in or across any of the streets, within the town, provided 
that this section shall not apply to the use of such weapons at 
any military exercise or review under the authority of a commis- 
sioned officer of the militia, or in the lawful defense of the person, 
family or property of any citizen, nor to any person firing a salute 
of cannon by leave of the Selectmen. 


Sec. 9. No person shall ride or drive any horse or other 
animal on any public way at a rate of speed exceeding ten miles 
per hour, nor in such manner as to endanger or unreasonably 
incommode passengers therein. 


Sec. 10. No person shall tie or fasten any horse or other 
animal to any ornamental or shade tree, vine or shrub in any 
street or on any public land, or to any structure put up for the 
protection of such tree, vine or shrub or to any pole used for the 
transmission of electricity. 


Sec. 11. No person shall suffer any horse or other beast 
attached to any carriage to go at large without a driver or rider in 
any street or public square. 


Sec. 12. No owner or person having the care of any swine, 
sheep, horses, mules or neat cattle, shall permit or allow the 
same to go at large in any highway or public place within said 
town. 


Sec. 13. No person shall break or dig up the ground in that 
portion of any highway or street, wrought for travel, or except as 
provided in Sections 29, 30 and 31, place thereon any wood, 
timber, coal, earth, stone, bricks, lumber or building material, or 
any dirt or ashes, or any animal or vegetable substance, or any 
rubbish, offal or obstruction of any kind; or move any building 
into or along the same without a written license from the Select- 
men. 


Sec. 14. Three or more persons shall not stand in a group or 
near each other on any sidewalk or on land used for a sidewalk or 
street in such a manner as to obstruct or impede public travel 
after having been requested by any constable or police officer to 
move on. 


Sec. 15. No person shall loaf upon any sidewalk or land 
used for a sidewalk or street after having been requested by any 
constable or police officer to move on. 


Sec. 16. No person shall behave himself in a disorderly 
manner or uSe any indecent or profane language on any street, 
highway, or other public place in said Town, or be and remain 
upon any doorstep, portico or other projection from any house or 
other building, after having been requested by any person in 
charge of such premises or by any constable or police officer to 
leave. 


See. 17. No person shall spit tobacco juice on the floor of 
any room in any public building or on the floor of any hall or 
entrance to any public building in said Town. 


Sec. 18. ‘No person in a state of nudity shall bathe in any 
pond, stream, or other place exposed to public view, or in the 
vicinity of any dwelling house, between one hour before sunrise 
and one hour after sunset. 

Sec. 21. No person shall place or cause to be placed in any 
yard or passage way to any engine house or other building under 
the care of the fire department, any obstruction to the taking out 
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or putting in of any engine, carriage or other apparatus belonging 
to the fire department. 


Sec. 22. No person shall place or keep any table, stall or 
booth or other erection in any street, highway, sidewalk, or in 
any of the public squares or grounds in the Town, for the sale 
of fruit or other things without permission from the Selectmen. 


Sec. 23. No person shall ring or cause to be rung any bell, 
use or cause to be used any horn or other instrument in any 
street or public place in said Town, to give notice of any business 
or calling or sale of any article, or shall sell or offer for sale by 
public proclamation in any street or public place, any article, 
unless duly licensed by the Selectmen. 


‘Sec. 24. No person shall in any manner injure any of the 
pumps, wells, drinking fountains or watering troughs in the streets 
or public grounds, of said Town, nor shall throw or place any 
substance in said pumps, wells, drinking fountains or watering 
troughs, and the drinking cups provided for said fountains shall 
be deemed a part of said fountain within the meaning of this 
by-law. 


Sec. 26. No person shall, without written permission of the 
Board of Selectmen, post or paste any advertisement or notice 
upon any shade tree, bridge, fence, guide post or pole used for 
the transmission of electricity in the Town. 


‘Sec. 27. No person shall scatter handbills, flyers, printed or 
written advertisements or circulars in or on any street within 
one-half mile of the Town House. 


Sec. 28. ‘No person shall discharge any waste water or water 
from a sink or water closet, except through a drain into a sewer 
or cesspool, or in accordance with a written permit from the 
Board of Health. 


Sec. 29. The Board of Selectmen shall cause the snow and 
ice to be made even upon or removal from the sidewalk adjoining 
School houses and other town property within one mile of the 
Town House, and the sidewalks on the bridges over the river and 
railroad on South Main street, and if necessary to cause sand or 
some suitable material to be scattered upon the same to render 
them reasonably safe for travel.

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Sec. 32. Any person guilty of a violation of any of these 
by-laws from number four to twenty-eight inclusive, shall pay a 
fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense.

BY-LAWS RELATIVE TO HAWKERS AND PEDDLERS, JUNK 
DEALERS, DEALERS IN SECOND-HAND ARTICLES AND 
JUNK COLLECTORS. ADOPTED MARCH 1, 1915] 


Section 33. No person shall hawk or peddle any of the 
articles which he may lawfully sell without a license until he 
has recorded his name and residence with the town clerk and 
has been assigned by said clerk a number. 


Sec. 34. No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any 
article which he may lawfully sell without a license in any 
manner that will tend to injure or annoy the public health or 
comfort, not otherwise than in vehicles or receptacles which are 
neat and clean and do not leak, and which have printed on them, 
in letters and figures at least two inches in height, the name of 
the person selling and the number given him by the town clerk. 


Sec. 35. The selectmen may license suitable persons to be 
dealers in, and keepers of shops, for the purchase, sale or barter 
of junk, old metals or second-hand articles, subject to the pro- 
visions of the laws of the Commonwealth, and may revoke such 
licenses at pleasure. 


They may also license suitable persons as junk collectors, to 
collect by purchase or otherwise, junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles, from place to place in the town, subject to the pro- 


visions of the laws of the Commonwealth, and may revoke such 
licenses at pleasure. 


Sec. 36. Every keeper of a-shop for the purchase, sale or 
barter of junk, old metals or second-hand articles shall keep a 
book in which shall be written at the time of every purchase of 
any such article, a description thereof, the name, age and resi- 
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dence of the person from whom, and the day and hour when such 
purchase was made. Such book shall at all times be open to the 
inspection of the selectmen and of any person by them authorized 
to make such inspection. 


‘Sec. 37. \No keeper of a shop for the purchase, sale or barter 
of junk, old metals or second-hand articles, and no junk collector, 
shall directly or indirectly, either purchase or receive, by way of 
barter or exchange, any of the articles aforesaid, of a minor or 
apprentice, Knowing or having reason to believe him to be such, 
and no article purchased or received by such shop keeper shall 
be sold until at least one week from the date of its purchase or 
receipt has elapsed. 


‘Sec. 38. ‘Every keeper of such shop shall put in a suitable 
and conspicuous place on his shop, a sign having his name and 
occupation legibly inscribed thereon in large letters, and every 
such shop shall not be open except during the time between 
sunrise and nine o’clock of the evening of each week day. 


Sec. 39. ‘Every shop, place, vehicle or receptacle used for the 
storage, collection or keeping of junk, old metals or second-hand 
articles, and all articles of merchandise therein may be examined 
at all times by the selectmen, or by any person by them 
authorized to make such examination. 


Sec. 40. Junk collectors shall display badges upon their 
persons, and upon their vehicles, when engaged in collecting, 
transporting or dealing in junk, metals or second-hand articles. 
Said badges so to be displayed upon the person shall be circular 
in form, of a diameter of not less than two and one-half inches, 
and shall bear upon the face thereof, in plain letters, the words, 
“Junk Collector,’ together with the number of the license of such 
junk collector. The badge so to be displayed upon the vehicle 
shall be rectangular in form, of dimensions not less than eight 
by six inches, and shall bear upon its face the words, “Junk 
Collector,” and the number of the license of such collector. 


Whoever violates any of these by-laws from No. 33 to No. 40 
inclusive, or any provisions thereof shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense.

CURFEW LAW 


At a legal meeting of the inhabitants of the Town of Orange 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, held in said town 
Monday, the twenty-sixth day of May, 1919, under article 14 in 
warrant for said meeting, the following by-law was adopted: 


“No person under the age of sixteen years shall be or remain 
in or upon any Street or public place in the town at night after 
the hours of nine o’clock (sun time), between the first day of 
April and the thirtieth day of September, both inclusive, of each 
year, or at night after the hours of eight o’clock between the first 
day of October and the thirty-first day of March, both inclusive, of 
each year, unless he is actually employed in some work that 
makes it necessary, or is accompanied by a person properly hav- 
ing care and custody of him, or a person to whom he has been 
particularly intrusted by some one who properly has general 
care and custody of him or is engaging in the performance of 
some mission or duty directed by a person having his general 
care and custody. Any person violating this by-law shall be 
subject to a fine of not more than ten dollars.

a. There shall be a finance committee consistinig of seven 
members who shall reside in the town and shall be registered 
voters therein. No officer or employee of the town shall be eligible 
to serve on said committee. Within ten days after the final pub- 
lication of this By-Law in case it shall be approved by the 
Attorney General, the moderator shall appoint two members of 
the Finance Committee to serve for three years. All appoint- 
ments to the Finance Committee heretofore made and in effect 
at the time of the adoption of these By-Laws shall continue in 
force until the expiration of the respective terms of appointment. 
Within ten days after each annual meeting after 1936 the Modera- 
tor shall appoint for the term of three years such number of 
members of the Finance Committee as shall be necessary to 
replace the members whose terms have expired.

Pursuant to warrants duly served and posted, the inhabi- 
tants of the Town of Orange qualified to vote in elections and 
town affairs, at Special Town Meetings held June 22, 1959 and 
October 19, 1959, at eight o’clock in the afternoon, adopted the 
following by-law: 


Voted: That the Town adopt as a By-Law certain rules and 
regulations as contained in the warrant, as amended, governing 
the operation of boats on waters in Orange according to Section 
15B of Chapter 102, Massachusetts General Laws, which are as 
follows: 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING BOATING ON THE 
WATERS OF THE TOWN OF ORANGE 


No person shall operate, run or drive, nor shall the owner per- 
mit to be operated, run or driven, any power propelled boat on 
any body of water in the Town of Orange unless he shall comply 
with these regulations: 


1. No person shall operate a motor driven boat on any lake, 
pond or river in the Town of Orange at such speed or in such a 
manner as to endanger the lives and safety of others or the proper- 
ty of others, or in such a manner as to cause danger of collision 
with other watercraft, or in such a manner as to create excessive 
wash or wake so as to interfere with the operation and safety of 
other watercraft, endanger bathers or damage property. 


2. No power operated boat or craft shall pass another nearer 
than 100 feet unless going at a rate of speed no greater than 5 
M.P.H. and at no time closer than 50 feet unless landing or 
launching and then at no greater speed than 3 M.P.H. 


3. Rescinded. 


4. All boats shall operate no closer than 75 feet from shore 
unless landing or launching and then speed shall not exceed 
> M.P.H. until they are a minimum of 75 feet from shore. No — 
boats shall operate on the shore side of buoy lines except in an 
emergency and then at a rate of speed not to exceed 3 M.P.H. 


5d. Boats shall not be launched at the south end swimming 
beach at Lake Mattawa, nor at any other area where swimmers 
are present. 


6. No person shall operate a motor driven boat on any lake, 
pond, or river in Orange while under the influence of intoxicating 
liquor. 


7. No person shall operate a motor driven boat on any lake, 
pond or river in Orange in an overloaded or unsafe condition such 
that said boat shows danger of capsizing. 


8. The owner of any boat as well as the operator shall be 
responsible for the proper operation of the craft on the waters of 
Orange at all times. 


9. No person having charge of a power driven boat or craft 
upon the waters in the Town of Orange shall neglect or refuse to 
stop same when directed to do so by a police officer, or any 
authorized person who displays his badge. 
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10. Any power propelled boat used for towing person or 
persons on water skis or aquaplane shall be occupied by at least 
two persons, one who will give his full attention to the operation 
of the boat and the other shall direct his full attention to the 
safety of persons being towed and any other person, persons or 
water craft in the immediate area. 


11. The maximum length of the ski-rope shall not exceed 
75 feet, nor shall the person on skis be permitted to travel closer 
than 75 feet off shore unless landing or starting. 


12. If any boat, canoe or water vehicle violates any of these 
Rules and Regulations, the operator, and/or the owner, or both 
shall be held prima facie responsible for such violations, 


13. The violation of any rule or regulation as stated in these 
rules and regulations shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than $20.00. 


14. Any Police Officer or authorized Police Official of the 
Town of Orange may patrol any part of the waters of said Lakes 
and shall have authority to arrest any person violating any law 
of the Commonwealth in, or on the waters of the said Town of 
Orange, or violating any of these rules and regulations.

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Selectmen’s Report 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Orange: 


The Board of Selectmen organized after the election in March, 
1960 with John S. Raymond, Chairman, Henry A. White, Clerk 
and Edward F. Haley as third member. Henry A. White resigned 
as of December 31, 1960 and Edward F. Haley served as Clerk 
for the balance of the year. 


During the past year the Selectmen continued with re- 
decorating of the town hall as authorized by vote of the Annual 
Town Meeting. The wood panneling in the entrance halls and 
lobby was washed and varnished and ceilings and upper walls 
washed and painted. Heavy duty linoleum was installed on 
stairs and landings and the floors were sanded, sealed and 
waxed. Material for drapes and traverse rods were purchased 
from the Alice S. Mann Fund income and the drapes were made 
at no cost to the town. 


We believe the work accomplished to date can make us all 
feel proud of our town hall. Additional work is required in the 
dressing rooms by cleaning and painting, and new stage curtains 
would do much to complete the re-decoration.

There is a recognized need for many improvements in drain- 
age on various streets and for other municipal improvements.

accomplished each year if we are to keep Orange an attractive 
place in which to live. However, the present high cost of our 
educational program, makes it extremely difficult to plan and 
recommend these improvements when we realize an additional 
burden will be placed on the taxpayer. 


We wish to pay our respects to Marshall S. Buell, who has 
announced his intention of retiring in March 1961. He has faith- 
fully served the town for the past 22 years, and we extend our 
best wishes to him for many years of happy retirement. 
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We wish to particularly commend the Anniversary Committee 
for their tireless and enthusiastic work in planning and carrying 
out an excellent program for the town’s 150th year. Complete 
report of the program will be found in the following pages. 


The Selectmen also express their appreciation to all Boards, 
Committees and Department heads for their fine work and 
cooperation during the year. Detailed reports of the various func- 
tions of the town are presented herewith for your study.

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REPORT OF THE ORANGE SEWAGE DISPOSAL COMMITTEE 


Report of the Orange Sewage Disposal Committee was ac- 
cepted and it was voted that the committee continue for the 
following year. 


The report was read as follows: 
To the Orange Board of Selectmen: 


In the past six months the Committee has met eight times, 
three times separately and five times with the Athol Committee. 
We have consulted with members of three engineering companies 
and conversed with state officials on this problem. 


The Committee had a preliminary survey done by Tighe and 
Bond Engineering Company, of Holyoke, Massachusetts. This was 
done jointly with Athol at an expense of seven hundred fifty 
dollars ($750), five hundred ($500) of this sum paid by Athol 
and the remaining two hundred fifty ($250) by the Town of 
Orange. The purpose of this. survey was to determine the feasi- 
bility of a combined sewage disposal system. 


At present, we of the Committee think that a more complete 
study should be made of what the State and Federal Government 
require before any action can be taken. 


It is recommended that in the future a study of the Orange 
sewage problem be authorized and that the study include the 
consideration of the advantages and disadvantages of a joint 
sewage treatment plant to serve both Orange and Athol. This 
study could be done under a non-interest bearing loan provided 
by the Federal Government in accordance with Public Law 560.

Report of Committee appointed to study matters pertaining 
to this request was read as follows: 


“To the Voters of the Town of Orange: 


“We, the Special Committee appointed by the Town 
Moderator to investigate matters pertaining to Article 39 of 
the Annual Town Meeting March 7, 1960, have had numerous 
meetings to study the situation and would like to submit the 
following findings and possible solutions to the anticipated 
future increased elementary enrollment problems. According 
to study of enrollment and birth rate figures, it appears that 
this situation will not come until the fall of 1961 and 1962. 


“This matter has two considerations: first the financial 
outlook of Orange, and, second, efficient school operation. If 
the cost to the town did not need to be considered, the solu- 
tion of this problem would be simple, either build new or 
correct any shortcomings of existing conditions in present 
buildings. However, we must consider costs and try to be as 
economical as possible. 


“In arriving at school enrollment, we must consider the 
birth figures in town. These figures show that there will be 
an increase of one to two classrooms in school population in 
the next one to five years. 


“This increase can be met in two ways: by increasing 
the teacher load to the point that the individual student will 
suffer from an educational standpoint or by adding one or 
two teachers to more efficiently teach the students. If ad- 
ditional teachers are employed, extra rooms will be necessary 
outside the buildings occupied at the present time. This addi- 
tional space may be supplied by either using the South 
School which has four rooms and seemingly could satisfy 
our school needs for an indefinite period beyond any date we 
can set if no emergency arises or if present buildings do not 
present any problems, or by using Central School, either in 
whole or in part. This would allow for expansion (if neces- 
sary) or could take in Old Cheney School, thus closing a 
building which has been in use for a long time and which, 
by the law of averages, could be expected to present prob- 


lems at any time. 
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“The cost of putting these buildings into operational 
condition will vary a lot. The cost of putting South School 
into condition, if put back as it was before being vacated 
with some changes, which might seem advisable, would be 
comparatively a small amount. Estimates by contractors 
who might be involved in the necessary work set figures at 
about $5,000. However, the conditioning of Central School 
would involve a lot more even if nothing were done except 
what is necessary for operation. This has been estimated at 
about $17,000. 


“The latest operational figures for South School was $2700 
per year, $2400 for Cheney and $4900 for Central School. 


“Either building would be satisfactory as far as the 
teaching conveniences are concerned.”

“The above is the majority opinion of the Orange South 
School Survey Committee. We, of the minority, feel that it is 
only fair that we state our views. 


“Not being certain what educational facilities the future 
may demand of Orange, we believe the Town should retain 
both Central and South Schools for a trial period of three 
years. 


“Reports from a recent meeting of the Mahar School 
Board were that already they are feeling the pinch of too 
many students. This suggests the possibility that we may 
need to provide space for the 7th and 8th grade students. 


“What if a State operated Junior College were to be 
located in our Town thereby attracting to our area families 
whose children would increase our elementary enrollment? 
Central School recently has been suggested as a possible 
building to house such a college. 


“Considering another aspect: if our increasing tax bur- 
den should force families, particularly the larger ones, to 
move from our Town; it would decrease our enrollment and 
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eliminate the need for two additional rooms. South School, 
held in reserve, would very well replace Old Cheney School 
as the costs of restoration, operation, and educational ad- 
vantages far outweigh those of Central School. 


“The Orange Taxpayer, already overburdened, cannot 
afford to make a hasty decision on such a vital issue, It 
appears to us that retaining both buildings gives greater 
flexibility to our future educational program.”

ATTENTION TO PARENTS OF AND MINORS BETWEEN 
THE AGES OF 14 AND 18 YEARS 


The Legislature in 1954 enacted into law provisions for the 
sale of hunting licenses to persons between the ages of 15 and 18 
years. 


The law briefly is as follows: 


1. Any person between the ages of 15 and 18 years that has 
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not held a hunting license in this Commonwealth during a prior 
year, may obtain a hunting license by presenting to a city or 
town clerk, a certificate of competency, or providing an affidavit 
Signed by the applicant’s parent or guardian, stating that at all 
times while hunting or target shooting he or she will be accom- 
panied by an adult over the age of 21 years. 


2. Any person between the ages of 15 and 18 years that has 
held a hunting license in this Commonwealth for a prior year, 
may obtain a hunting license by presenting to the city or town 
clerk, the license for a prior year or satisfactory evidence that he 
has held a license for a prior year. 


A certificate of competency is granted to persons that have 
successfully completed the course of instruction in the Minor’s 
Safe Handling of Firearms Program conducted by the Department 
of Natural Resources, Division of Law Enforcement. 


Persons between the ages of 15 and 18 years desiring to take 
the course of instruction are advised to write to the Division of 
Law Enforcement, 15 Ashburton Place, Boston 8, Massachusetts, 
Safe Handling of Firearms Program. 


Minors 14 years of age but who will become 15 years of age 
during the hunting season, may apply for and receive this in- 
struction.

Report of the 
150th Anniversary Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


At the annual Town Meeting in March 1959, the Selectmen 
were authorized to appoint a committee of five citizens of the 
town to formulate plans for ‘the proper observance, in 1960, of 
the 150th Anniversary of the incorporation of Orange. The Select- 
men appointed Mrs. Geraldine Wannberg, Norman Batchelor, 
Gordon Bundy, Malcolm Hall and Roger Moore. 


The Committee met and decided that we would function 
without a Chairman and that each member would bear an equal 
share of the responsibility. In this manner the work would be 
spread fairly among ‘tthe five members of the Committee. 


We first talked with a representative of the J. P. Rogers Co. 
We met with them several times and listened to their proposal 
for drawing up and promoting plans for the celebration. The 
Committee felt their price was too high and that we could do just 
as good a job by spreading the work through the various town 
organizations. 


The Committee then decided to have a general mesting of all 
organizations and interested people in Town and this was held in 
the Orange Elementary School. It was agreed by tthe group 
present that the Anniversary Committee would act as a Steering 
Committee to coordinate the program, and a date was selected 
for a five day celebration during Labor Day week-end 1960. 


We arranged a tentative program and then held another 
public meeting at which time various organizations were as- 
signed projects that they would either sponsor or supervise. 


After this meeting, the Chamber of Commerce came forward 
with a Stamp project to raise funds for the celebration. 


We adopted an official seal designed by Ralph Henley of the 
Erving Paper Mills to be used throughout the Anniversary year. 


The Kiwanis Club sponsored a Banquet on February 24, 1960, 
the actual anniversary date of the Town’s incorporation. The 
event opened with an aerial salute of free fireworks presented by 
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Interstate Fireworks Co. of Springfield. The speaker was John 
Volpe. Frank Howe was honored at this banquet, and Howard 
P. Warren was named Honorary Chairman. of the Anniversary 
Committee. An Anniversary cake, made by the ladies of the 
Bethany Lutheran Church, was cut and a dance followed. Decora- 
tions for the banquet were made by the Orange Woman’s Club. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in March 1960, the Committee 
gave a progress report and the Town voted that the Committee 
continue and complete the celebration and $500.00 was voted for 
this purpose. 


Miss Illene Estey was appointed to handle publicity for the 
Committee and Mrs. Ruth B. Smith was appointed Treasurer. 


Mr. Robert MacGregor procured, through the efforts of Senator 
Leverett Saltonstall, a United States flag which had flown over 
the Capitol in Washington, D.C. and presented it to the Town at 
Flag Raising ceremonies at Little League Field on May 8, 1960. 


A specially designed postal cachet was used throughout the 
year on all outgoing mail from the Orange Post Office. 


On July 1, 1960 the Greenfield Recorder-Gazette published an 
Anniversary Edition, and following the celebration, the Enter- 
prise and Journal published their special edition featuring events 
of the Anniversary year as well as histories. 


At the Anniversary Ball, Mrs Nancy (Johnson) Chiasson was 
chosen Queen of the Sesquicentennial and she was crowned by 
Mrs. Ethel (Cooke) Kimball, the 1910 Centennial Queen.

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Report of State Audit

Dear Sir: 


As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Orange for the period from January 1, 
1959, the date of the previous audit, to December 14, 1959, and 
submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as entered on the records of the 
several departments, receiving or disbursing town funds or sending 
out bills for collection, were examined and checked in detail. 


The surety bonds of the several town officials required to 
furnish them for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper form. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were 
examined and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were 
compared with the treasurer’s books, while the recorded payments 
were checked with the treasury warrants and with the treasurer’s 
record of disbursements. 


The appropriations, as recorded on the ledger, were checked 
with the town clerk’s record of town meetings, the transfers from 
the reserve fund were compared with the authorizations of the 
finance committee, and all other transactions were checked with 
information in the departments in which the transactions origi- 
nated. The ledger accounts were analyzed, a trial balance was 
taken off, and a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, 
was prepared showing the financial condition of the town on 
December 14, 1959. 

The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 


and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and 
compared with the records of the departments collecting money 


for the town and with other sources from which money was 
paid into the town treasury, while the payments were checked 
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with the selectmen’s warrants authorizing the disbursement of 
town funds. 


The cash book additions were verified, and the cash balance 
on December 14, 1959 was proved by reconciliation of the bank 
balances with statements furnished by the banks of deposit and 
by actual count of the cash in the office. 


The records of tax titles and tax possessions held by the 
town were examined and checked. The additions to the tax title 
account were compared with the books of the collector, the pay- 
ments on account of redemptions were checked with the recorded 
receipts of the treasurer, and the tax titles and tax possessions 
on hand were listed and proved with the respective controls in 
the town accountant’s ledger. 


It is recommended that the town treasurer institute fore- 
closure preceedings, as required by law, on ali tax titles held over 
two years. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
State taxes, county retirement system, and group insurance were 
examined and checked. The payments to the proper agencies 
were verified, and the amounts on hand to the credit of the 
town employees were listed and proved with the treasurer’s records 
and with the ledger controls. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest 
were compared with the amounts falling due during the period 
of the audit and checked with the cancelled securities and coupons 
on file. The amounts received on account of loans issued were 
compared with the treasurer’s recorded receipts. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the 
trust and investment funds in the custody of the treasurer were 
examined and listed. The income and bequests were proved, and 
the withdrawals were verified by comparison with the treasurer’s 
record of receipts. 


The books and accounts of the town collector were examined 
and checked in detail. The accounts outstanding at the time of 
the previous examination, as well as all subsequent commitment 
lists of tax, excise, assessment, departmental, and water accounts, 
were audited and proved with the assessors’ warrants and with 
the committments received from the several departments. The 
recorded collections were checked, the payments to the town 
treasurer were verified, the abatements as recorded were compared 


with the assessors’ and other departmental records of abatements 
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granted, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved 
with the town accountant’s ledger controls. 


Verification of the outstanding tax, excise, departmental and 
water accounts was made by mailing notices to a number of 
persons whose names appeared on the books as owing money to 
the town, and from the replies received it appears that the 
accounts, as listed, are correct. 


It was noted that taxes are outstanding as far back as 1953, 
and that departmental and water accounts are outstanding for 
a great many years. It is again recommended that immediate 
action be taken to bring about a complete settlement of all taxes 
and excise of prior years, and that efforts be made to collect 
the delinquent departmental and water accounts, and, if the 
accounts are found to be uncollectible, that they be abated. 


The appropriations as listed from the town clerk’s records 
of town meetings were compared with the aggregate amount 
raised by the assessors in the determination of the 1959 tax rate. 


The financial records of the town clerk were examined and 
checked. The receipts for dog and sporting licenses and from 
recording and miscellaneous fees were checked with the records 
of licenses issued, the payments to the treasurer and to the 
Division of Fisheries and Game were verified, and the cash 
balance December 14, 1959 was proved by actual count of the 
cash in the office, and by reconciliation of the bank balance with 
a statement received from the bank of deposit. 


The records of receipts of the board of Selectmen and the 
sealer of weights and measures, as well as of the highway, public 
welfare, school, and library departments, and of all other depart- 
ments collecting money for the town or committing bills for 
collection, were examined and checked, and the payments to the 
treasurer were verified. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Eastern 
Franklin Veterans’ Service District were examined and checked 
in conjunction with the audit of the town treasurer’s accounts. 
The recorded receipts were checked with the assessments made 
against the member towns of the district, while the payments 
for salaries, administration expense, federal and state taxes, and 
county retirement system were checked with the vouchers and 


payrolls on file. 


The cash book additions were verified, and the cash balance 
on December 14, 1959 was proved by reconciliation of the bank 
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balance with a statement received from the depository and by 
actual count of the cash in the office. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet, are 
tables showing reconciliations of the several cash accounts, sum- 
maries of the tax, excise, departmental and water accounts, as 
well as schedules showing the transactions and condition of the 
trust and investment funds. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was extended by 
all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, I wish to express appreciation.

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Report of Highway Department 


The work of this Department has been the regular upkeep 
of our roads, streets, sidewalks and bridges which are not included 
under Chapter 81 or Chapter 90. Projects include the following: 


The constructing of 125 Lin. Ft. of concrete sidewalk on 
Church Street by the Congregational Church, the repairing 12 
Lin. Ft. of concrete sidewalk on Hayden Street, and the construct- 
ing of 43 Lin. Ft. of driveway approach to the Erving Paper Co. 
loading yard on West River Street. 


The reconstruction of many driveway approaches with bit- 
uminous concrete due to the automobiles being made lower each 
year. 


The removing of old wooden fence and the installation of 
concrete posts at both approaches to the railroad bridge on the Old 
State Road. 


The replanking of wooden bridge on the Royalston road at 
Tully Brook Inn. 


The removing of the old wooden bridge on East Road and 
replacing of all new stringers and new planking. 


The rebuilding of three catch basins on Church Street and 
one on East River Street. 


The Briggs Street drainage system was completed this year 
consisting of the installation of 240 ft. of 12 in. Dia. perforated 
pipe, 225 ft. of 6 in. Dia. perforated pipe, 32 ft. of 12 in. Dia. 
A.C.C.M. pipe and 2 catch basins. 


The Logan Ave. drainage system was installed this year 
consisting of 610 ft. of 12 in. Dia. Perf. pipe, 159 ft. of 12 in. 
Dia. A.C.C.M. pipe and 7 catch basins at a cost of $5300.00 


The Hillside Terrace drainage was not started this year as 
I am waiting for a permit from the State to cross the road. 


The construction of Jones Street consisting of excavating 
loam, placing 617 yds. of gravel and tar penetrating. 


SNOW AND ICE 


We had 14 snow storms during the year, a total of 62 inches: 
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12 inches in January, 17 inches in February, 12 inches in March 
and 21 inches in December. 


We had an extra large amount of ice this year namely the 
month of December using 2331 tons of sand and 70 tons of 
rock salt. 


We delivered the usual amount of sand around to the houses 
for private use on sidewalks. 


The snow fence 6700 ft. was set out in different sections of 
the town where the drifting is most frequent, also 23 sand boxes 
were placed in convenient places. 


We kept the East-West runway, the taxi-way and the ramp 
plowed and sanded at the Airport. 


We also plowed and sanded the Mahar Regional School street 
and parking lot, also Dexter Park School. 


We shoveled all sidewalks abutting town property after each 
storm. 
SEWERS 
We installed only two new house connections this year. 


We flushed and cleaned out the main sewer line where we 
have the most trouble. 


We dug up 66 ft. of sewer pipe on Pleasant Street and found 
same filled solid with tree roots. 


We installed a new sewer manhole on Logan Avenue at the 
intersection of Mechanic Street. 


We had trouble with the East Howe Street cesspool and had 
same cleaned out, also dug up and replaced pipe, cementing all 
joints. 


CHAPTER 90 — MAINTENANCE 


The work finished this year under this account is as follows: 
Warwick Road a distance of .80 miles, 3578 gals of Tar applied 
and road honed; Wheeler Avenue a distance of 1.80 miles, 5700 


gal of Tar was applied and road honed. A total of 9278 gals of 
Tar was applied covering 29,464 sq. yds. of road surface. 


The balance of the money was used to paint all flex beam 
guide rails and posts. 
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CHAPTER 90 — CONSTRUCTION 


East River St.: The work under this account consisted of road 
excavation, cutting of trees, removing brush, removing stumps, 
widening of street, gravelling of about 1900 Lin. Ft. in length 
and 24 Ft. in width, fine grading, tar penetration and fill and 
grade bank slopes, and loaming all slopes. 


North Orange Road: The work under this account consisted 
of road excavation, cutting of trees, burning brush, removing 
stumps, blasting ledge, removing rocks, road excavation, gravel- 
ling, fine grading, tarring, and filling and grading bank slopes. 


West River St.: The work under this account consisted of road 
excavation, removing stumps, installation of 914 Ft. of 15 in. 
dia. Hel-Corr- pipe, 250 Ft. of 6 in. Hel-Corr. pipe, 60 Ft. of 
18 in. dia. ACCM pipe, 3 catch basins, 1 manhole, 2 drop inlets, 
562% ft. Flex Beam guide rail, graveling, tarring, fill and grading 
bank slopes, loaming and seeding. 


North Main St.: The work under this account consisted of 
road excavation, installing 6 in. Hd-Corr. pipe, 1 drop inlet, 
removing ledge, roadway fill, tarring, asphalting and installing 
guide posts. 


CHAPTER 81 


The maintenance and surfacing of all our accepted streets 
and roads except Chapter 90-Maintenance work is carried out 
under this account. At the present time the State furnishes 67% 
of the total amount spent, namely $35,425.00. This work constitutes 
the maintenance and surfacing of both gravel and black top 
streets and roads with a total of 79 miles of accepted streets and 
roads, of which 52.87 miles are black top and 26.13 miles are 
of gravel or dirt. 


The usual dragging and scraping of our gravel streets and 
roads, both in town and the outlying district. 


This year the Tar and Asphalt business was divided between 
the Koppers Co., and the Independent Coal Tar Co., 1950 gals. 
of tar; 1000 gals. R. S. 2, 2132 gals of MC-3 and 18275 gals of 
Asphalt covering the following streets and roads: North Main 
1.15 miles; Royalston .15 miles; Walnut Hill .20 miles; Chestnut 
Hill .55 miles; Shelter St. .15 miles; Summit .10 miles; Logan .18 
miles; Winter .35 miles; East Howe .05 miles; Summer .10 miles; 
Eddy .15 miles; Prentiss .55 miles; Dewey Conrad .10 miles; 


Adams .30 miles; Church .15 miles; King .25 miles; East Myrtle 
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.30 miles; Cheney .40 miles; Fountain .40 miles; Charles .15 miles; 
Putnam .35 miles; Evergreen Drive .17 miles; Sunset Drive .20 
miles; Shingle Swamp .40 miles. 


A total of 5.35 miles of streets and roads were resurfaced 
with tar or Asphalt this year covering 78, 583 sq. yds. 


The new tar work this year as follows: Walnut Hill .15 miles; 
Royalston .15 miles; Jones Street .08 miles. A total of .38 miles 
covering 2821 sq. yds. 


The drainage consisted of the cleaning out of all catch basins 
and drop inlets after each storm. The installation of 28 ft. of 
48 in. dia. A.C.C.M. metal culvert pipe on the Poor Farm Road; 
34 ft. of 12 in. dia. A.C.C.M. culvert pipe on Walnut Hill road; 
118 ft. of 10 in. dia. Perf. metal pipe on Creamery Hill road; 
104 ft. of 10 in. Perf. metal pipe on the Wendell road. The con- 
structing of 4 catch basins, one on Creamery Hill, one on the 
Wendell road, one on Whitney St., and one on Bacon St. 


The cutting of all brush on all streets and roads in town and 
the outlying districts. 


The bituminous concrete patching of all black top streets 
and roads, also the sealing of all cracks on East Main, West 
Main and South Main Streets. 


The gravel patching of all gravel roads during the Spring 
thaw. 


The graveling this year as follows: Walnut Hill 1087 cu. yds.; 
Royalston Road 412 cu. yds.; Memorial Drive 1085 cu. yds. and 
North Orange road 842 cu. yds. 


We excavated 300 cu. yds. of roadway on Hayden and Prentiss 
streets and replaced with gravel.

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Report of Airport Commission 


To The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


It is a pleasure to write the 1960 annual Airport Commis- 
sioner’s report. The year’s operation has been very interesting 
and constructive. Two amendments to the budget were 


1) a segmented circle, 


2) replacing of the storm damaged Windall anemometer 
(wind direction and velocity meter). 


These two projects were completed and have greatly improved 
the air traffic conditions at the field. The runways were also 
marked with a large “L” painted on the ends to direct the flow 
of traffic in and out of the field. New gasoline tanks were installed 
and the field now has 100 octane gasoline in addition to the 80 
octane. The need for 100 octane gas was increasing rapidly 
because of the new type engines and its use in the parachute 
planes. The above tanks were installed by Bachelder Oil Co. of 
Athol. 


Non-aviation activities at the airport were the showing of 
Clyde Beatty and Cole Brothers Circus, sponsored by the Disabled 
American Veterans of Athol, which stopped for an afternoon 
show; the Harvard Motor Sports Car Club which used two run- 
ways for a sports car rally and obstacle race; and the regular 
six meets of drag racing sponsored by the Orange Kiwanis Club 
from May through October. The above events were very well 
attended and helped spread the name of the Orange Airport 
far and near. 


The field was alive this year with aviation activities. Sports 
parachuting showed a substantial increase over its 1959 jump 
season. The parachute record for 1959 was 2253 jumps. The 1960 
season had 3615 jumps, an increase of 1362 jumps. The gas 
sales show an increase of 7,500 gallons, from 10,500 gallons in 
1959 to 18,000 gallons in 1960. Parachutes Inc. are very proud 
of their safety records. The injury rate at the close of the season 
was less than 3/10ths of 1 per cent. They have also compiled a 


weather log, spectators attendance figure, and an inbound-out- 
bound flight record. 
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Over the Labor Day weekend, the National Air Rally was 
held at the airport and proved a success. This was the meeting 
together of all types of sport aviation. Those participating were 
the Model Aircraft Builders, Balloonists, Parachutists, Glider Pilots, 
and Antique Aircrafters. It was estimated that 12,000 people 
attended, although the weather conditions were not ideal. 


A Paramount movie entitled “A Sport is Born’ was produced 
at the airport. It had its premier at the York Theater. It has 
been showing all over the United States as a short subject with 
the new movie “The World of Suzie Wong”. This movie should 
give Orange a great amount of publicity throughout the country. 
One of the growth potentials of Orange lies in the Orange Airport, 
and such publicity should be felt in the near future, Orange is 
now well known as the parachuting center of the United States. 
With this in mind the Commission has started to negotiate the 
arrangements and contracts for the 1962 World Parachute Cham- 
pionships to be held in Orange. About twenty-five countries will 
have champion jumpers coming to our airport. This meet will 
put the little town of Orange in the eyes of the world. 


In September, Northeast Airlines made its final petition for 
suspension of service to the local area. The Airport Commission 
feels that some new form of area air transportation, such as 
air taxi, copter service, short haul feeder lines, will be forthcoming 
to fill this gap in local air transportation. 


The Orange-Athol Aero Club has been very active this year. 
They have carried out an interesting project, the complete recov- 
ering of one of their airplanes. It is completed and will add color 
and safety to the flying at the field. 


The Commission members wish to thank everyone who has 
helped to make this an active year at the port.

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Board of Health Report 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


This year we accomplish a co-operative major health project 
in our schools (pupils and personnel) under the tuberculosis 
program. —Purpose: Mantoux tuberculin testing of all pupils 
(request slips signed by parents). X-ray all school personnel and 
parents of pupils who had a reaction from their Mantoux test 
to find if possible all inactive or active cases of tuberculosis. 


The Massachusetts Department of Public Health Association 
furnished a physician and nurse to give the test, medical equip- 
ment and X-ray unit. The Franklin County Public Health Asso- 
ciation, School Department and the local Board of Health shared 
in said program, which involved time, making arrangements, 
clinical help, etc. We read all arms following the test; follow 
up was necessary of positive reactors in the homes to look for 
questionable contacts among the adults. While tremendous strides 
have been made in the fight to control this disease, the need for 
continued research and education is necessary, it becomes our 
problem. The family physician must share a responsibility to 
determine treatment under case findings. This program was most 
interesting, as it involves pupil and parent as well as the full 
school staff. Its true value is case finding before it is too late.

During the year, as usual, Free Chest X-ray clinics are held 
at the Franklin County Hospital under the Franklin County 
Public Health Association by appointment only, at the Athol 
Memorial Hospital once a month under the Rutland State Sani- 
torium Staff, appointments thru a physician only. 

What has controlled communicable diseases such as Diptheria, 
whooping cough, small pox and Polio immunization and vaccina- 
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tion, through our clinics or by the family physician. This program 
has and is carried on each year to bring protection and control. 
A small per cent of parents have failed to give their children 
protection, please get behind this years campaign — get everyone 
completely immunized. We as a community have a responsibility 
to make it safe for all ages. 


When the Board of Health Secretary looked up the number 
of communicable diseases reported by physicians, we realized 
this is not the true picture. The law requires such procedure for 
listing such cases. Reported: Meningites 1, Mumps 1, Scarlet 
fever 1, Pulmonary Tuberculosis 2. 

‘Complaints coming to the Board, such as rubbish containers 
placed out side for the collector, we urge each family to take 
care, have the proper containers covered or tie each box to 
prevent dogs or rain to enter. This is a weekly collection the 
year round. Nuisances of various types were received, investiga- 
tions made, conditions improved within a reasonable time. 

The new road going into the dump (Jones Rd.) has aided 
in the carting of material to the dump making it more convenient. 
Under the supervision of Mr. Cleveland, rat control has improved. 
The State Department of Health gave us a high rating based on 
the following: rat control, hauling, hazards, and coverage. New 
rules have been set up on the time dump will be opened and 
the trucks going into the dump: (1.) All trucks delivering loose 
rubbish to the dump must use tarpaulin to keep same from 
blowing all along the streets, (2.) All trucks to have tailgate up 
instead of down, (3.) No rubbish to be dumped out side of gate, 
(4.) the dump is for Town of Orange only. 

We expected to add a new extention for collection of rubbish 
covering the areas from Rogers Ave. east to the Athol line, about 
two hundred families to be given such service. This necessitates 
an article in the warrant this year.

Report of Sanitary Agent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
I herewith submit my report as Sanitary Agent. 


The year 1960 was very quiet as regards complaints of local 
residents. 


A complaint was made about a dump on the Wendell Road 
from Wendell Depot. Through the cooperation of Mr. Avery of 
Wendell Depot, owner of the land, “No Dumping Rubbish” signs 
were placed on the location. However, we found a bad and old 
condition which was gradually getting worse. To my knowledge, 
everyone is cooperating to the benefit of all in that area. 


During the spring clean-up program, I offered my services 
to the Committee in charge. Several places, not necessarily health 
problems, were cleaned up at that time by working together. 


Restaurants were inspected periodically by me. The State 
Board of Health and Division of Pure Food and Drug Agency 
have also inspected them. Naturally at times I propose certain 
methods of cleanliness for eating places. In as much as the State 
agencies have found them satisfactory, I am very grateful. How- 
ever, there is no room for complacency, but each establishment 
should strive to do as good or better next year. Good-housekeeping 
is the key note to better eating places. I believe everyone is doing 
this to the best of their convictions, which of course vary 
somewhat according to individuals. 


Due to a complaint as to possible pollution of water at Lake 
Mattawa, samples of water were taken at the South Beach and 
in the rear of the Laford comp on the east shore. These were 
analyzed according to official] A.P.H.A. Standard methods. Both 
were of good quality for pond water and suitable for swimming. 
I suggest we have this done once or twice in 1961. 


I think that in behalf of the Board of Health and myself, 
we should thank all who served food during our celebration over 
the Labor Day Weekned for a fine job.

I herewith submit my report as Milk Inspector for 1960: 

The work of milk inspection was carried out on our usual 
program of taking samples once each month. These were taken 
from Retailers, Dealers, Dispensers and at such other places as 
milk, cream and coffee cream may be used by the public. These 
collections have proven very useful in keeping a good check on 
the quality of these products. They help all concerned to find 
the trouble, if any, much quicker and easier. 


As I have said before, the dealers spend a lot of money 
each year for various tests on milk, to comply with State Regu- 
lations. However, the ultimate retailer has an obligation too. 
Either by dispenser or original container, this milk should be 
served or delivered in sanitary manner to the public. 


Orange residents can purchase milk from 9 different sources 
at this time. 


Our local dairy farms making milk for Orange have not 
been State Inspected as yet for 1961. I have no doubt all will 
be certified upon that inspection. These inspections will, in my 
opinion, be done before long by the Dept. of Agriculture, Division 
of dairying. 


According to the laboratory reports We had for 1960, milk 
available to Orange residents was of good quality. We plan to 
keep it that way.

ANNUAL REPORT, 1960 


The Planning Board has been very active throughout the 
entire year. Luther Brown was hired, under contract, for Town 
Park maintenance. The skating rink was painted and many other 
improvements made. New plumbing fixtures and piping were 
installed in the ladies’ room at the Town Park. The entire athletic 
field was plowed and reseeded. Summer programs were conducted 
under the direction of the O.R.A. 


One lawn mover was reported missing from the Town Park 
this summer and no trace of it has been found at the time of 
this report. 


At Lake Mattawa, new sand was put on the beach, life 
guards were on duty during July and August, trash barrels were 
placed around the Lake by the Lake Mattawa Associates and 
the Planning Board paid for the barrels to be emptied when 
needed. 


We had several meetings with Mr. Frye in regard to his 
request for a culvert to be installed at Lake Mattawa and we 
recommend that further study be made. 


Improvements were made at Goddard Park in North Orange 
through the cooperation of some interested citizens who furnished 
the labor. 


The Planning Board was in charge of the Clean up, Fix up, 
Paint up campaign that took place in May and many thanks 
are extended to the National Guard, Boy Scouts, Explorer Scouts, 
Merchants and all civic groups that participated in making it 
a success. We were happy to cooperate with the 150th Anniversary 
Committee and we congratulate the Committee for the grand 
job they did. 


Five hundred dollars was appropriated at the last Annual 
Town Meeting to be used toward a master plan. The Planning 
Board met with various consulting firms throughout the spring 
and summer, and Mr. T. S. Bacon of Amherst was hired for $500 
to improve the town map situation. Mr. Bacon will complete the 
job early in 1961 and maps will be available for town depart- 
ment use. 
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The Planning Board tried very hard to have the Town re- 
establish its Board under Section 81-A, from its present status 
under Section 70. We conducted open meetings, radio interviews, 
wrote articles for the press, and gave many talks to better 
explain our reasons for this request. At a special town meeting 
our request was voted down by a close margin. We have, however, 
inserted an article in the warrant for the 1961 Annual Town 
Meeting so that the people may again consider re-establishment. 
It.is still the opinion of this Board that successful planning cannot 
be accomplished under Section 70. 


We also have inserted an article in the warrant to see if 
the Town will vote to divorce the Planning Board from the parks 
and playgrounds so that we may spend our entire time on 
planning, which should be our only responsibility. Such action 
might very well save money for the Town. This Board believes 
that constructive planning is very much needed in our Town and 
urge all town departments and the public to be more concerned 
with its value. 


The Board wishes to thank the Chamber of Commerce for 
donating the use of their rooms for our weekly meetings.

Orange, Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 


Old Age Assistance started the year with 148 cases and ended 
the year with 118 cases. The decline in the number of Old Age 
Assistance cases is due to the establishment by the State and 
Federal Governments of a new category of assistance, Medical 
Assistance for the Aged. This new category became effective 
October 1, 1960 and automatically transferred all recipients in 
chronic hospitals, licensed nursing homes and public medical in- 
stitutions into this new category. During the year we had 19 new 
cases and of this number, 4 were transfers from other towns. Be- 
cause there were no funds appropriated for this new category, all 
expenditures were taken out of Old Age Assistance for the 
balance of the year. 


The total expenditures for Old Age Assistance and Medical 
Assistance for the Aged was $197,112.96. State and Federal re- 
imbursements and refunds were $162,109.36, leaving a net cost to 
the town of $35,003.60. 


‘Aid to Dependent Children averaged 35 cases per month for 
the year. We started January with 37 cases and ended the year 
with 29 cases. During the year we processed 7 new cases and 
closed or transferred to other towns 13 cases. 


Assistance in this category amounted to $66,782.53. State and 
Federal Reimbursement amounted to $53,813.37, leaving a net cost 
to the town of $12,969.16. 


Disability Assistance averaged 15 cases per month. During 
the year 7 new cases were processed and 4 cases were closed or 
transferred to other towns. 


In this category the expenditures amounted to $23,180.84. 
State and Federal reimbursements were $17,402.70, with a net cost 


to the town of $5,778.14. 
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General Relief expenditures for 1960 amounted to $14,567.46. 
This figure is attributed to the unemployment situation in the 
area and the increased hospitalization of the recipients. During 
the year 42 cases were aided by this office, 19 of these cases were 
settled in Orange. We had 13 unsettled cases which are reim- 
bursed by the state and 10 cases with settlements in other towns, 
which these towns will reimburse Orange for the aid rendered. 


The Public Welfare program rests on the recognition by the 
community as a whole of its responsibility for individual mem- 
bers of the community. This recognition of responsibility is ex- 
pressed at the Federal, State and local levels of government and 
administered through the Board of Public Welfare. The effective 
accomplishment of this program has been aided in a gerat 
measure by the helpful cooperation of the officials of the Town, 
the several Town Departments and their employees, and by the 
citizens of Orange in general.

Eastern Franklin Welfare District 
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Report of Plumbing Inspector 


To The Board of Selectmen: 


There were thirty eight plumbing permits taken out by the 
registered master plumbers which they paid for, at one dollar 
each. Eleven complaints were taken care of and all but one 
was settled satisfactorily. The complaints were for people doing 
plumbing without a license. One complaint about a carpenter 
building a house on Holtshire Road and completing the plumbing 
without a plumbing permit, was not settled. One person called 
by phone and complained that a septic tank was overflowing 
into a brook that ran into Lake Mattawa. The drainage could 
not be found so a number of water samples were sent to Amherst 
for tests. No drainage or pollution was found and water was 
found excellent for bathing. One out of town factory worker was 
doing plumbing, installing a bath room. He said no one else had 
ever stopped him from doing plumbing in Orange before. A great 
many letters were sent to people having plumbing jobs done and 
the results were gratifing. The letter explained why the laws 
were necessary. The licensed plumbers do not believe it right 
to be compelled to pay for a plumbing permit and spend time 
to have the job tested for leaky joints when non-licensed men 
can install a job without this expense. 


Inspecting some jobs that were done without permits, I found 
one electric water heater tank that had an expensive safety valve 
screwed into a handle on the top of the tank. The safety valve 
had no connection to the inside of the tank. Many tanks have 
been installed and piped in a way that if the water was shut off 
the water would drain or syphon out of the tank causing damage 
to the electric heating units. By law a member of a board cannot 
get paid extra for any duty coming under the control of the 
board unless the town votes the pay. I did not ask the town for 
extra pay but I did put in a bill for my expenses. A bill for 
mileage traveling 730 miles at 10 per mile, and $92.50 for 
writing letters, making a total of $165.50 total cost of plumbing 
inspection from the $300.00 appropriation in the segregated budget.

Report of School Superintendent 


To the Orange School Committee: 


It is a pleasure to Submit my first annual report as the 
first superintendent of the Orange Elementary School System. 
I feel called upon to acknowledge with gratitude the many kind- 
nesses and cooperation extended to me by you, the Committee; 
my secretary, Mrs. Norma Ball; the principals, supervisors and 
teachers; the school nurses, town officials, the cafeteria and 
custodial staffs; those concerned with the transportation of our 
children, and the business people of Orange who have served us 
as needed. 


While this report can cover but a period of six months, 
there have been changes made and policies adopted to aid in 
the growth and heighten the efficiency of a very fine basic 
system I found upon coming to Orange. It has been my objective 
to bring to reality the purposes you had in mind when you in 
your good judgement decided upon a superintendency for the 
Town of Orange Elementary Schools. 
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Orange, like most all American communities, has its ele- 
mentary schools geared to a graded, subject centered, time cen- 
tered system within the self-contained classroom. During the last 
hundred years many schemes have been devised, and some are 
now being practiced, designed to improve upon this traditional 
organization. No single new procedure, ingenious though it may 
be, is the panacea for educational reform in the elementary 
school. Fundamental education reform is, however, urgently 
needed. The research and experimentation of the next decade 
will result in new patterns around which to form the elementary 
organization, curriculum and climate for learning. 


With the aid of transportation authorities the schools now 
open at nine o’clock, fifteen minutes earlier, to take advantage 
of the prime morning hours. The noon hour was shortened by 
the same amount of time and dismissal takes place at 3:15, 
fifteen minutes earlier, for a net gain of a quarter of an hour 
in the school day. The new system has eliminated long waits 
at the end of the day and early dismissal in some cases to 
obtain rides. 


The hot lunch program continued to distribute food to all 
schools from the Dexter Park kitchen, a plan which started in 
April. By extending the privilege of eating a hot lunch to all 
those who wished to take advantage of it, there has been a sharp 
rise in the number of meals being served and a fair surplus to 
begin operations for the new year. 


Many matters of school operation were studied at three 
principals’ meetings with the superintendent. Of note was a 
decision to reduce the number of reporting periods from five to 
four. The increased depth in time allows for a more sound 
estimate of the progress of a student by the teacher. 


Badly needed storage room and office space for the music 
department was made available by the partitioning of Room 17 
at the Elementary School. Additional sanitary facilities for boys 
were provided, new bookcases made, eating accommodations 
nearly doubled, more efficient heating with the installation of 
a new motor for the furnace blowers, and the southside sash and 
trim was painted at the school. New shades were installed in 
one room at Cheney School, two rooms redecorated at Dexter 
Park, and the usual summer maintenance program went forward 
at all schools. 


In the area of instruction I am pleased to report the exten- 
sion throughout the system of a new spelling system. The 
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orientation program for teachers is now in progress utilizing the 
services of a specialist. Committees involving the entire teaching 
staff have been set up to begin the process of selecting texts 
in social studies and science and in the development of policies 
relating to admission and promotion. A beginning has also been 
made in updating our arithmetic curriculum. We are, through 
necessity, moving forward on all fronts to keep abreast of the 
changing times which cannot be ignored. 


Five sets of encyclopedias have been purchased for the various 
grade levels. The children are taught to use these tools of 
research and they become an integral part of the units of work 
in the classrcoms. 


- Early last fall our reading program in grades five and six 
was reorganized so that each teacher was assigned a class of 
pupils of nearly the same reading level. Since it is customary 
for a teacher to have three and sometimes four reading levels 
within the same ciass, this procedure has allowed for teacher 
specialization to a single level and insures the child at one 
level the same amount of time and attention as one at another 
level. I consider this a step in the right direction as we try 
to adapt the educational program to the needs of the young 
people in the schools. 


With the passing of the present sixth grade (where there 
is an average of thirty-two pupils per teacher) into the junior 
high school, we expect the ratio of pupils per teacher to stay 
nearly the same in the fourth and sixth grades in September of 
1961. Of deep concern is the probable need of an additional teacher 
in September, 1962 to handle the third grade population at that 
time. 


Large class size and small room size at the Elementary 
School do hamper the efforts of teachers in their work at these 
age levels. The ingenuity and tireless efforts of our teachers 
are carrying us through this period as we try to provide the 
best education possible at the lowest possible cost. 

Visitors to the Superintendent’s Office have remarked favor- 
ably upon the displays of student work against a central theme 
of study or seasonal motif. This year’s exhibits are in charge 
of the Orange Elementary School children and teachers. We take 
pride, also, in the selection of Mrs. Edith Young, Principal of 
Dexter Park School, as a delegate to the National Education 
Association Conference in Hartford. She has brought to the 
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teachers in her first reporting session profound thinking on the 
matter of instruction. 


Few are aware of the responsibility of the town under the 
law to provide vocational education and transportation for sec- 
ondary school students, high school graduates and adults of the 
community who desire to attend state-aided vocation school in 
the daytime and provide for the tuition of those attending night 
classes. Inasmuch as these costs are in no way connected with 
the operation of our local schools, I have tried to institute means 
of budgeting them separately. 


These are days in which our citizens demand as good an 
education for their children in Orange as wealthier communities 
are more easily able to provide because of their size and 
healthier business climate. Let all be assured that when increased 
state-aid programs and federal aid to education becomes a reality 
it will be the result of years of strenuous work by the teachers 
themselves through their state and national organizations. The 
public can participate through national parent-teacher associa- 
tions. Within five years the tax burden created by the schools 
will be lifted from the property owners to be shared more equita- 
bly by the state and national community.

To the Members of the Ralph 'C. Mahar Regional School Committee 
and Voters of the Ralph C. Mahar Regional School District: 


I herewith submit my sixth and final report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


Six years ago all of the towns now in the region were faced 
with the problem of finding facilities for an expanding elementary

school population and a dilemma concerning the best solution to 
the high school problem. Erving had been informed that Turners 
Falls High would not be available to them much longer, Peter- 
sham had the dubious honor of having the highest per capita cost 
of any high school in the Commonwealth and as early as 1949 
Walter F. Rogner, in his Report of the School Building Survey for 
the Orange Public Schools, said, “Planning for the regional school 
district and the regional high school should progress so that (it) 
may be ready for use not later than 1956.” 


A solution to the housing of the high school students is now 
a fact. The question uppermost in everyone’s mind and one that 
must remain uppermost is how well these facilities are meeting 
the needs of the adolescent population of the region. 


Last March the New England Association of Secondary Schools 
and Colleges sent a team of professional educators to evaluate the 
school. They were with us for three days, Their report had both 
commendations and recommendations. As a result of the evalua- 
tion, the Regional School has the Association’s approval for a 
period of five years at which time another evaluation must be 
carried on. This approval means much to our college bound 
students. 


The school was commended for: 


1. The range of the comprehensive secondary-school pro- 
gram of studies which makes provision for all types of learners 
from the slow learners to the accelerated groups. 


2. The organization of the program of studies in the senior 
high school into required and elective subjects, following a cur- 
riculum plan of six patterns. 


3. The extension of the requirements for graduation effective 
in 1963. 


4. The extent to which the pupil activity program develops 
leadership and other socially desirable attitudes and abilities as 
observed in the Committee’s meeting with representative students. 


5. The obvious pride of the young people in the Ralph C. 
Mahar Regional School. 


6. The effectiveness of the Dress Regulations as part of a 
well-ordered school. 


7. Provision for club activities to provide impetus for work- 
ing together as a group and at the same time providing sufficient 
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scope so that the individual member can promote his own parti- 
cular interests. 


8. The organization and cataloging of the library collection, 


9. Administrators who understand and are sympathetic with 
the purposes of the guidance program. 


10. The provision of a sound, well-developed testing program 
and of a thorough cumulative records system. 


11. Effective college placement service. 


12. The excellent planning which was done in providing this 
functional school building. 


13. The extreme cleanliness of all toilets, lavatories, and 
drinking facilities as maintained by the custodial staff. 


14. The efforts of the administration in maintaining aca- 
demic continuity between the contributing elementary schools 
and the Regional School. 


15. ‘Consideration of activities conducive to the creative arts 
program. 


16. The comprehensive typewriting program provided for 
pupils not enrolled in the business curriculum. 


17. The extensive offerings in foreign languages provided 
throughout the business education program. 


18. The flexibility of instructional activities adapted to the 
individual differences of pupils. 


19. The long-range objectives in the English program and 
provision for continuous improvement of articulation and exten- 
siveness in the English program in grades 7-12. 


20. The adequacy with which the present Home Economics 
program meets the personal and home-life needs of the pupils in 
grades 7-12. 


21. Superior students being encouraged to pursue accelerated 
courses. 


22. The long range objectives in the mathematics program, 
grades 7-12. 


23. Planning and preparation of the individual courses of 
study in the Industrial Arts area. 
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24. Methods and techniques used in the choral and instru- 
mental programs. 


25. The use of student leaders to aid in the physical educa- 
tion program and the excellent uSe of available facilities. 


26. The organization of the Science Department to meet the 
varied needs in all major scientific areas. 


27. The close coordination of the Science and Mathematics 
programs. 


28. ‘Courses in Social Studies being available to all pupils 
at all grade levels. 


The Evaluation team recommended that: 


1. There be a continued evaluation of the co-curricula pro- 
gram to determine needs. 


2. That additional resource materials and reference books 
be added to the library for all departments. 


3. Better use be made of community resources. 


4. The club program be expanded to meet a wider variety of 
academic interests. 


5. Provision be made for in-service education for the instruc- 
tional staff. : 


6. An additional full-time custodian be added to make a 
good cleaning and maintenance program even better. | 


7. The guidance program be broadened. 
8. The music program be broadened. 


9. A survey of the audio-visual program be made with 
consideration given to provision for a part-time audio-visual 
coordinator. 


10. The art program be broadened, 


11. Provision be made for beginning foreign languages at 
least by grade eight. 


12. The history area be broadened. 


Next year a report must be made to the Association indicating 
steps taken or planned to be taken to meet these recommenda- 
tions. 
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It is with considerable pride that we can note the reputation 
for excellence that the school has attained throughout the Com- 
monwealth and even beyond. 


In past reports I have indicated many areas of school de- 
velopment that have received recognition. To this list may now 
be added expansion of the Adult Education Evening Classes, so 
planned and organized that no adult in area, with ambition and 
ability need be without a high school diploma; and the experi- 
ment in Industry-Education cooperation in which the administra- 
tion in cooperation with the Rodney Hunt Machine Company has 
been one of the first schools to successfully put to use the great 
potential of Data Processing Machines. 


The school is truly regional in character. Students from all 
towns mingle freely with one another. An atmosphere of mutual 
cooperation and mutual respect has been created such that the 
youngsters from all of the towns have been able to fit into the 
school picture easily and well. We find the pupils from smaller 
towns are able to compete in all areas, with the possible excep- 
tion of the instrumental music program, on an equal footing with 
those from the largest town, Orange. It is a tribute to their fine 
elementary school systems that they can do so. 


The student leaders chosen to direct the student affairs of the 
school are truly cosmopolitan. The president of the Student 
Council is a Millers Falls boy, the vice president and secretary 
are Orange girls. The National Honor Society has elected officers 
from Petersham, Orange and Erving. The co-captains of the foot- 
ball team came from Petersham and Erving while the captain of 
the basketball team resides in New Salem. The same sort of 
distribution may be found in all of the organizations of the 
school. 


Three more important steps in regional cooperation were 
taken by the Committee this past year. An agreement has been 
reached with New Salem whereby that town will send its junior 
high and academic students to the Regional School and will give 
first preference in their vocational courses to qualified Regional 
School students. The academic students from Wendell are being 
accepted on a tuition basis. A pact has been approved by the 
Ralph C. Mahar Regional School Committee and the Athol- 
Royalstton Regional School Committee making it possible for 
seniors who have moved from one region to the other to continue 
their education and graduate from the school they attended for 
three years without having to pay tuition, thus alleviating the 
need for changing schools at such a late date. These are all 
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worth-while developments and in the long run should do much to 
strengthen the educational advantages of this section.

These should be carefully studied by the Committee as future 
action affecting pupil enrollment should be based upon them.

IN THE NAME OF THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHU- 
SETTS, you are hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of said Town, qualified to vote in elections, and in Town affairs, 
to meet at the Town Hall in said ORANGE, on Monday the 
Sixth day of March next; at 8:00 o’clock in the forenoon, then 
and there to act on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose by ballot the following town officers: 
A Moderator for one year; one Selectman for three years; one 
Selectman for one year; a Town Treasurer for three years; A Tax 
Collector for three years; one Assessor for three years; three 
Constables for one year; a Tree Warden for one year; one member 
of the Board of Health for three years; one member of the Board 
of Public Welfare for three years; one TruStee of Memorial Hall 
for three years; two members of the School Committee for three 
years; one member of the School Committee for one year; one 
member of the Regional School Committee for three years; two 
Library Trustees for three years; two members of the Planning 
Board for three years; two members of the Planning Board for 
one year; two Airport Commissioners for three years; one Water 
Commissioner for three years; one Cemetery Commissioner for 
three years; and to act on the following question: “Shall the 
town pay one half the premium costs payable by a retired 
employee for group life insurance and for general or blanket 
hospital, surgical and medical insurance?” 


All the above named officers are in accordance with the 
vote of the Town, to be chosen on one ballot. For these purposes 
the polls will be opened at 8:00 A.M. and will be closed at 7:00 P.M. 


The meeting will reconvene on Monday, March 13, 1961 at 
7:00 P.M. in the Town Hall there to act on the following articles: 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the Town will receive any reports 
that may be presented, or take any action in relation thereto. 
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ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to allow any 


accounts that may be presented, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1961 and to issue a note 
or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, in 
accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44 of the General Laws, 
or take any action in relation thereto.

To see if the Town will vote to trade the 
present police car and appropriate a sum of money for the 
purchase of a new car, or take any action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a 
gift a sum or sums of money from the Kiwanis Club and other 
interested organizations and corporations, and appropriate same 
to purchase and equip a new town ambulance, or take any action 
in relation thereto. 


‘ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to trade in the 
present 1946 ambulance toward the new ambulance, or take any 
action in relation thereto. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a 
gift the sum of $600.00 from the Kiwanis Club and appropriate 
same for the purchase and erection of a 600 foot link fence on 
the west side of the airport property, or take any action in rela- 
tion thereto. 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a 
sum of money for the installation of a passage-way connecting 
Lake Mattawa with Frye’s Pond, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 


To see if the Town will vote to rescind the 
by-law adopted July 22, 1959 and amended October 19, 1959 setting 
up rules and regulations governing boating on the waters of 
the Town of Orange as the regulations are no longer acceptable
